Bg 1T ENacTED by the Council and House of Representatives
of the Territory of Wisconsin:

:::“E‘Eéa" SecrioN 1. That when any vacancy shall happen in the of-
fice of justice of the peace, in any town or precinct, in any coun-
ty in this Territory, by death, resignation, removal, or otherwise,
the town clerk of the town where such vacancy shall bappen, in
those counties governed by town government, shall order a spe-
cial election to be held in said town to fill such vacancy. The
clerk ofthe district court in those counties governed by cosnty
government, shall notify the clerk of the board of county commis-
sioners of any vacancy that may happen in the office of justice of
the peace in his county, and in what precizct such vacancy has
happened; upon receiving such notice, the clerk of the board of
county commissioners shall order a special election to be held in
such precinct to fill such vacancy, and hereafter all resignations of
justices of the peace shall be made to and filed in the office of
[the] clerk of the district court; the notices shall be given for such
special election, and the election held and returns made accord-
ing to the provisions of the act to which this is amendatory. !
